are connected by a middle offset portion, the first end of the shank being coupled 
to the rotatable end fitting thereof such that the shank is rotatable with respect to

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a plurality of cleaning items, eacli of the cleaning items including a shaft 
adapted to be detachably received in the socket portion of the shank, the plurality 
of cleaning items including:

2. Page 1 was amended to include a reference to the provisional application and 
clam 1 was rewritten as new claim 2 to better define the cooperation between the 
recited elements. 

3. COMMENT RE DRAWINGS: 

Applicant provided two versions of figure 1 . One included descriptive text and 
the other did not. Upon the filing of formal drawings, the new fig 1 should NOT 
Include such descriptive matter, 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
patents all disclose brush member having a handle coupled to a "dog legged shaped 
shank", with the patent to Petre being most pertinent; however, this patent fails to teach 
the plurality of different cleaning items including shafts received in the "socket portion" 
of the shank. In fact, the structure of Petre would not work in the same manner if the 
cleaning elements were to include a shank for receipt in a "socket portion" in that brush 
of fig 3 could not be reversed.
